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III. Status of Claims 

Claims 1-35, 52-55 and 59 are pending. 

Claim 59 is allowed. 

Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 36-51, 56-58 and 60-65 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 17-24, 26, 28, 35, 54 and 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Gerlach et al. (USP 5,469,532). Claims 5, 8, 25 and 27 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gerlach et al. in view of Snipp (USP 5,699,495). 
Claims 10 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gerlach et al. 
in view of Motoyama (USP 5,319,748). Claims 1 1-13, 15, 16, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 52 and 53 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gerlach in view of Motoyama '748 
and further in view of Siegel (USP 5,678,133) and Motoyama (EP 0 538 059). 

The rejection of claims 1-13, 15-35, and 52-55 is being appealed. 
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
